ASK FOR ORDER 


TO BE AMENDED 


Rail Commission Discusses 


Insurance for Trucking 


Operations. 


With State Insurance Director 
Stnrha present as an official ob- 
server, the railway commission 
Wednesday submitted to assem- 
bled truckers and traffic men its 
proposed order covering insurance 
for the various operations con- 
nected with that industry The 
meeting partook largely of a con- 
ference rather than a hearing, the 
commission inviting suggestions 
as to proposed changes 
J W Welngarten, representing 
the 
Burlington 
Transportation 
company and railroad, said that 
that part of the order which re- 
cited that no set rules would be 
included for qualification Of Mlf- 
insurers or relating to giving of 
surety bonds left matters indefi- 
nite. Without further action by 
th* commission the railroads and 
others who prefer to carry their 
risks would be forced to take out 
insurance because another rule set 
out that no certificate to operate 
would Issue unless such coverage 
was given. 


Chairman Drake said that as he 
construed the language of the 
paragraphs cited the gate was left 
open for special applications by 
self insurers, who, upon hearings, 
could make a showing that they 
were financially able to pay all 
judgments, or if not, that they 
would be allowed to give surety 
bonds running to the public. 
Commissioner 
Bollen 
insisted 
that the language of the proposed 
order definitely shut the gate and 
if adopted as set down would bar 
self Insurers He read a substitute 
which follows the interstate com- 
merce provisions, and it 
was 
finally agreed that the matter of 
self insuring would be taken care 
of in the final order The railroads 
then withdrew from the hearing.

may be reported are being mailed 
to all county, township and city 
clerks, 
school 
superintendents, 
county fair boards and special 
district officials 
The officials 
are 
being re- 
quested to report all projects 
which are nemg- tentatively plan- 
ned for construction within the 
next six years Local officials are 
also requested to give their pro- 
posals a priority rating based 
upon the need for the works to be 
constructed, the financial* advis- 
ability of the proposal and the po- 
tential employment to be made 
available 


The reported pioposals will be 
used in preparing a suggestive 
plan and six year program for 
public works construction in the 
state They will al^o furnish data 
which 
will 
be 
of considerable 
value to the board in planning 
further investigational work 
The state planning board is co- 
operating with the works progress 
administration public works ad- 
ministration and the national re- 
sources committee in making this 
nvetitorv The data collected will 
be made available to all federal 
ende"! thru a nation wide re- 
sort to be prepared by the na- 
tional resource1) committee 
A similar inventory conducted 
by the state planning board in co- 
operation with the same federal 
agencies in February, 1935 re- 
sulted in the tabulation of a large 
number of projects of various 
types, the total estimated cost of 
which was over 181,000 000 A 
considerable number of the proj- 
ects listed at that time have sub- 
sequently been completely or par- 
tially constructed.

The Spanish civil war, approach- 
ing a tragic climax as insurgent 
airplanes 
and artillery 
poured 
leaden death into the capital of 
Madrid, cast a threatening- shadow 
over Europe again 
Germany and Italy, the great 
fascist 
powers, recognized 
the 
fascist government of the nation- 
alist 
dictator, Gen. Francisco 
Franco 
They thus served indirect notic* 
on Soviet Russia that they ar» 
ready to back the fascist revolu- 
tion against any attempt by Mos- 
cow to come to the rescue of th* 
leftist Madrid government. 
The joint recognition was an- 
nounced in identical communique* 
from Berlin and Rome. 
It constituted an advance sup- 
position that Mad.rid must fall. 
Previously, the two powers had 
planned to await the actual fall 
before starting formation of an 
international anti-leftist 
bloc to 
insure the success of the Spanish 
fascist movement 
While the capital is in dim 
straits, it has nnt yet fallen. Th* 
German-Italian recognition, there- 
fore, was regarded in foreign dip- 
lomatic circles as a "push" to en- 
courage the rightists in its cap- 
ture, and a warning to Russia that 
the aid of soviet arms would b* 
met with counter aid from Italy 
and Germany. 
The Madrid government was 
holding the capital under dire 
stress, and it appeared that only 
foreign aid could save it. The 
city was partly in flames and 
under the most merciless born' 
bardment of a civilian populace in 
history. 
Some 300 were killed 
and 800 wounded in Tuesday 
night's bombardment, o f f i c i a l 
sources said.

NEEDS AMENDMENT 


QoTernment Can't 
Wander 


Forerer in No Man's Land 


of Constitution.

An unmistakable impression de- 
rived from after election conver- 
sations hete would seem to indi- 
cate that the next congress would 
be asked to submit to the people 
certain amendments to the federal 
constitution. 
Having received an overwhelm- 
ing vote at the pous, die new ma- 
jority party may be expected to 
seek the passage of social legisla- 
tion, and, in view of the decisions 
of the supreme court, amendment 
of the constitution would appear 
to be the logical and proper way 
to achieve the desired objectives 
Any 
further 
experimentation 
with the so-called no man's land 
in the realm of constitutional law 
leads only to periods of uncer- 
tainty and prolonged 
litigation 
The idea, therefore, of proceeding 
directly with amendments to the 
constitution is likely to win the 
approval, not only of those who 
may be opposed to specific meas- 
ures yet who favor the constitu- 
tional process of making such 
changes, but of those who want 
to nee the new powers granted 
to congress at the earliest possible 
moment.

The other method, namely to 
propose specific amendments cov- 
ering specific topics, would seem 
to have a better chance of suc- 
cess. 


Doubts Wage Legislation. 


Thus, with respect to minimum 
wage legislation, the 
supreme 
court of the United States, by its 
rejection of state minimum wage 
laws, has cast doubt on whether 
minimum wage legislation can be 
written in such a way as to regu- 
late wages in the lower brackets. 
Gov. 
London suggested that the 
federal constitution be amended to 
give the states power to enact 
minimum wage laws for women. 
The new deal platform did not 
specify whether an amendment to 
the constitution was favored so as 
to give the states alone more 
power or the states and the fed* 
eral government combined 
This correspondent believes that 
the submission to the people by a 
two-thirds vote of both houses of 
congress of an amendment giving 
the power to both congtess and 
the states to enact minimum wage 
laws for men and women alike is 
an essential and inevitable corol- 
lary of the election returns. 
The argument for minimum 
wage legislation is not merely that 
it Is humanitarian, but that it in- 
creases the purchasing power of 
the low income groups. Union la- 
bor heretofore has been in favor 
of minimum wage laws for women, 
but has been opposed to minimum 
wages for men. 
It is doubtful 
whether the labor forces today 
would stand in the way, however, 
of granting to congress and the 
states the power to deal with the 
subject as the needs of an eco- 
nomic situation may require, and 
that is all to be passed upon by a 
specific grant of power. 
Subsequent congresses and leg- 
islatures, when confronted with 
the question of enacting legisla- 
tion under a broad grant of power, 
can deal with all the complicated 
questions that arise under mini- 
mum wage laws. 
If it be accepted that controlled 
economy is here and that the fed- 
eral government is the instrument 
for the expression of the people's 
desires to have the economic sit- 
uation guided and directed from 
Washington, then the plight of 
persons in the low income groups 
in America deserves the first con- 
sideration. 
The Brookmgs Insti- 
tution, in Its reports based on in- 
formation from the IT. S. census 
bureau, says: 
"Nearly 6,000,000 families, 
or 
more than 21 percent of the total, 
had incomes less than $1,000 in 
1929. 
"About 12,000,000 families, or 
more than 42 percent, had incomes 
less than $1,500." 


Low Income Votes. 


Here are 12,000,000 families, and 
possibly two voters to a family, or 
approximately 24,000,000 votes, in 
the low income brackets. 
It is 
not unlikely that, In Mr. Roose- 
velt's 26,000,000 votes, there was a 
substantial 
number of persona 
from the low income groups men- 
tioned above. 
Any general effort to give tbe 
federal government power to con- 
trol all wages and hours might 
lead att his time to a breakdown 
of the capital structure, for, how- 
ever it might be justified in the- 
ory, it is questionable whether the

On th* mini -m wag* proposal, 
however, UM experiment is tried 
at th* outMt in the lower brack- 
ets, where it is most vitally 
needed. If the economic structure 
can stand th« reform 
without 
bicaking down, the way is paved 
for further changes, but 
each 
change is one that is acted upon 
sepaiately fiom any geneial elec- 
tion in which presidential person- 
alities and local candidate* become 
involved. 
The minimum wage proposal 
will furnish an interesting teat, 
too. of the attitude of the southern 
states, for it will mean giving fu- 
tute congresses power to fix min- 
imum wages for the Negioes of 
the south along with the whites 
The northern Negro leadeis in the 
last election stated that they 
championed the cause of 
Mi 
Roosevelt because he would favor 
economic equality for all Negroes 
—namely, equal pay for 
equal 
woik done. 
Fully 8,400.000 Negroes are in 
the south, and if their purchasing 
power is increased as well as that 
of many of the poor people among 
the unites, an immediate transfor- 
mation m the economic position of 
the whole south might be antici- 
pated. For many years the south 
has lagged behind other parts of 
the country in total purchasing 
power, and a minimum wage law 
may be the very way by which its 
economic progress 
at a pace in 
keeping with other sections of the 
country will be achieved. 
A minimum wage amendment to 
the federal constitution is not the 
only amendment being discussed, 
but it certainly takes first place in 
any social program.

For 
the second time since his re-elec- 
tion, President Roosevelt formally 
expressed his "heartfelt apprecia- 
tion" for the thousands of mes- 
sages congratulating him on his 
victorious race for a second term.

BUSINESS AND LABOK. 


Major Berry, co-ordinator for 


industrial co-operation for the fed- 
eral government, has issued a call 
for business and labor represent- 
atives to meet with the council for 
industrial progress next month for 1 
the purpose of formulating a pro- 
gram of industrial legislation look- 
ing toward long-time stabilization 
of recovery, creation of employ- 
ment opportunity and improve- 
ment of competitive and labor 
conditions in industry. 


Insofar as this is an attempt to 


stabilize what has so far been ac- 
complished in the matter of bring- 
ing recovery back, all will hope 
that it will be attended by men j 
from both groups and that a real j 
forward-looking program will be 
adopted. Farther than that it is 
difficult to forecast because no 
legislative program that the con- 
ference may adopt will be worth 
the paper upon which it is writ- 
ten if it is not the program of the 
administration itself. 


The hostility of business inter- 


ests in the late campaign was 
grounded upon the hostility that 
the administration displayed dur- 
ing the last three years toward 
business. This feeling waa not so 
much the result of government 
cracking down upon business in 
the matter of regulation, as of 
policies that interfered with the 
operation of natural forces which 
alone can bring the return of real 
prosperity. 
It was not so much 


the fact that business ta^es were 
heavily increased because most of 
these can be passed on, but to the 
constant picturing of business men 
as the only greedy group in the 
population and as intent upon en- 
slaving labor. 


If the government really wants 


the co-operation of business, and 
labor 
in 
insuring 
a 
greater 


measure of stability to the recov- 
ery attained, it can get it, but it 
must be sought in a spirit of 
co-operation and a willingness to 
pay more than perfunctory atten- 
tion to the advice asked for. 


Whether the small business man 


is to be a factor in the moulding 
of such a program is not evident 
Yet he is the one man who is most 
concerned in future business pol- 
icies. 
A revival of the NRA is 


not in his interest, and economists 
have sounded a note of warning 
that he may be ground between 
the millslonea under the operation 
of the undistributed surplus law. 


ONE TOWN RECOVERS. 


"The effect of ten million dol- 


lars spent in North Platte and its 
trade territory in the past two 
years, is apparent," said a North 
Platte citizen the other day. "You 
can see it without difficulty. There 
is a new bus depot under construc- 
tion. A modest but up-to-date of- 
fice building, parked outside the 
present business center for acces- 
sibility reasons, ia also being built. 
A.new nurse's home is being added 
to the big hospital plant. There 
are a few other small business im- 
provements under way and a con- 
siderable number 
of 
new resi- 


dences. The new viaduct will soon 
be started. 
Our merchants have 


had a good trade for several years.

One of the most voluble as well

He sang the praises of 
the new deal in many cities and 
over many microphones. That was 
before election. 


Now things are stabilized for 


another 
four 
years. 
Secretary 


Ickes is again public works ad- 
ministrator and interior secretary; 
he is no longer a crusader. He 
is a public official concerned with 
problems of government and of 
his office. 


It is therefore another Ickes, 


not the campaigner Ickes, who 
appeared before the conference of 
mayors at Washington and urged 
the curtailment of federal spend- 
ing. 


"I 
believe," 
Secretary 
Ickes 


said, "that we should immediately 
set about to retrench all along 
the line. I am not in favor of 
approving projects for states or 
communities to which a large 
measure 
of prosperity has al- 


ready returned. I become impa- 
tient when I am pressed to ap- 
prove the expenditure of more fed- 
eral money in sections that are 
as prosperous as they ever have 
been in the past, or even more 
prosperous." 


While it is difficult to recog- 


nize Ickes as the same man who 
made so many violent speeches 
a few weeks ago, there is encour- 
agement in t'.ie attitude his speech 
reflects. Is the new deal settling 
down to business now that elec- 
tion is over? 
Evidently Secretary 


Ickes, for his part, would have 
it do so. 


Much of the uneasiness which 


the people 
feel concerning the 


financial future of the nation is 
due to the unbridled spending of 
the past few years and the fail- 
ure to attempt any sort of curb. 
Budgeting has been more or less 
of a farce. 
Now that election 


passions have died down, saner 
voices are being raised, some of 
them the voices of men wlio were 
very radical in their statement* 
a few weeks back, and it is pos- 
sible that we are eventually to 
enter a new era in government fi- 
nance.

pitch and the pitch of the wind in- 
struments goes up. If a piano con- 
certo comes half an hour after the 
concert has started, the whole of 
the wind instruments may have 
gone up, while the piano has re- 
mained stationary, or has prob- 
ably gone flat." 


Director Tolcn of the *UU a*- 
rlstanc* board tm aaklng the leg- 
islature to approve a tea and * 
half million dollar budget for the 
next two years, or about 90 par- 
cent more than the property tax 
assessment for that period. While 
the $2 head tax raised only half 
a million dollars last year the yield 
is expected to be doubled. Two 
million will be contributed from 
liquor taxes if the present basis 
is used. An effort will be made 
to increase this contribution. The 
cent a gallon gasoline tax yields 
four aiu* a half million* for the 
biennium. 
A battle is promised 


against continuing this tax. Where 
the other three million will come 
from is not suggested, that be- 
ing the legislature's job. Only 
57.27 percent of the total relief 
budget goes for old age assistance. 
The number of persona getting 
this aid ha* reached nearly 28 
thousand. The laat month's pay- 
ments averaged (14.93, and with 
more money coming in it may 
reach $20 by the first of 
the 
year. The sum U unsatisfactory 
to many recipients. 


In Nebraaka, State WPA Ad- 
ministrator D. F. Felton issued a 
statement just a few day* prior to 
election in which he said: "No one 
will lose his job following the elec- 
tion. 
He need have no fear of 
coercion from political parties." On 
Saturday, Nov. 14, 12 days follow- 
ing the polling of the nation, he 
issued this statement: "There will 
be drastic reduction in the WPA 
rolls by Dec. 15. There are 30,000 
employed now, which will be cut 
to 15,000 by Dec. 15." People are 
asking if the election had anything 
to do with this right about face 
within a fortnight on the part of 
Nebraska's WPA. 
Drouth relief 
was the cause of the heavy relief 
load, but what of the farmer who 
raised nothing in the summer to 
eat in the winter? He was given 
a job while it was warm and be- 
fore election. 
Now it is cold, it's 
after election, and his predicament 
is twice as bad.

Haycock Favors Committee 


of Whole—Bass Run- 


ning for Clerk. 


W. P. Haycock of Callaway, leg- 
islator re-elected to the Nebraska 
one chamber legislature, called on 
state officials Tuesday. He said his 
bill drawn by the attorney general 
to validate the invalid act of the 
last legislature for payment of de- 
linquent taxes all in one payment 
minus interest and penalties has 
been placed in the hands of county 
treasurers for their 
criticism or 
approval before it is introduced in 
the legislature. Attorney Genera! 
Wright has not guaranteed the bill 
to meet the teat of the courts. 
Haycock, Warner of Lancaster, 


and Norton of Polk are candidates 
for speaker of the one house legis- 
lature. T. W. Bass of Lincoln, for- 
mer state treasurer who was de- 
feated as a republican candidate 
for treasurer at the 
recent elec- 
tion, is a candidate for chief clerk 
or secretary of the legislature and 
intends to make an active canvass 
of members for the position. Bass 
has had experience as chief clerk 
of the house. Max Adams, former 
chief clerk of the house, and Hugo 
Srb, secretary of the senate, have 
signified their willingness to serve 
the new law making body. 


Haycock said he had asked for 


the rules of the United States sen- 
ate proposing to urge adoption of 
such rules of that body as may 
readily apply to the 
unicameral 
legislature. He has been informed 
that the United States senate long- 
ago abolished its rule for commit- 
tee of the whole, and that Senator 
Norris 
aided in 
making 
this 
change, altho the larger hoiu* of 
representatives still works in com- 
mittee of the whole. Haycock said 
he rather favors retaining commit- 
tee of the whole for the new legis- 
lature. He also favors 
standing 
committee work in the forenoons 
instead of In the afternoon, the 
latter now being the rule of both 
houses of the legislature. 
He said the strongest argument 
against devoting forenoons to the 
standing committee work instead 
of to legislative sessions is that 
people out in the atate desiring to 
appear before standing committee 
would be obliged to come to Lin- 
coln the night before a committee 
meeting and remain one night. 
Haycock, who is a democrat, tho 
elected with all other legislators 
on a nonpolitical ballot, told his 
friends that one precinct in his dis- 
trict, Roosevelt 
precinct in Gar- 


field county, gave Landon 20 votes 
and Roosevelt one vote.

carry cargo insurance on their 
city delivery trucks while other 
truckers transferring goods to 
local delivery companies would 
not have to carry cargo insurance 
on the delivery trucks used ex- 
clusively within cities. He said 
most large truckers transfer goods 
from their large trucks to either 
their own small trucks or another 
company's 
small 
trucks 
upon 
reaching the destination city of a 
shipment.

When 
East, however, popped up with th« 
king declarer awoke suddenly [but 
too late] to the fact that he wu 
hanging over a precipice. 
East could count by the "rule ol 


eleven" that declarer had two card! 
in hearts higher than the seven spot 
opening lead. He saw that If one ol 
these were the queen North-South 
had two heart stoppers. The tame 
conclusion applied to declarer hold- 
Ing the Jack-ten. From South'* three 
no trump Jump bid East correctly de- 
tided that one of these two holdings 
was an odds-on probability and, there- 
fore, he shifted to his fourth highest 
ipade. Declarer played low, hoping 
against hope for a noncontlnuance of 
spades, but West won with the jack 
nnd returned the suit. There still 
was a chance for the contract by way 
of a successful club flnesse, and de- 
clarer crossed to dummy's ace and 
tried it. But his sense of guilt did 
not make hhn feel very optimistic, 
and indeed justice would have been 
even blinder than usual if the flnesse 
had succeeded. Since she wasn't, and 
tt didn't, a spade continuation de- 
feated the contract two tricks. 


Obviously declarer should have of- 


fered up tJhanks when tn» opening 
lead turned out to be a heart instead 
of a spade. He should have put up 
dummy's ace as fast as he could 
reach it. He could count three cer- 
tain diamond tricks and one in each 
major suit. All he required then for 
his contract were four tricks m clubs. 
And since a club finesse, If it lost, 
would lose to West, who would be 
helpless to t r a p declarer's still 
guarded heart queen, it would not 
have taken much ingenul'y to have 
fulfilled

Jaundice Is 
A Common 


Ailment 


Discolored Skin Is a 


Signal of Disorder 
Requiring Attention

IN A LARGE hospital hardly a 


day passes that somebody does not 
apply for the relief of jaundice. 
In this condition there la a pecu- 
liar yellowish discoloration of the 
•kin. It is caused by bile pigments 
Absorbed from the blood stream. 


Bile is a product of the liver and 
fall bladder. Normally, it enters 
the Intestine where it aids in the 
processes of digestion. Ultimately, 
the bile is carried away with the 
waste materials of the body. 


The abnormal appearance of the 


•kin in jaundice is a sign of some 
failure of the removal of the bile. 
This may result from an obstruc- 
tion. The main duct of the gall 
bladder becomes irritated, congest- 
ed and swollen and, in consequence, 


'actually obstructed. 
Then the 


Jaundice occurs. 


Has Several Cau*«* 


The damming back of bile Is 


usually the result of a simple in- 
flammation, but in other Instances 
It may be due to a serious disor- 
der, such as the growth of a tumor 
or other unpleasant abnormality. 
For this reason it is a mistake to 
regard jaundice lightly, looking 
upon it as a trivial ailment. 
I do not mean to imply that the 


sufferer from jaundice is doomed 
to serious trouble. The opposite is 
the case. In the common form it 
is likely to be a symptom of a 
simple infection, perhaps of the 
upper air passages, such as a cold 
or influenza. The germs of infec- 
tion produce a catarrhal inflamma- 
tion of the bile ducts. 
Jaundic* 


from such a cause runs a short 
course and within seven to ten 
days disappears without causing 
much discomfort. 


X-Ray Is Advised 


But when the symptom is due to 


A mechanical disturbance, the dis- 
ease runs a longer and often more 
stormy course. In order to deter- 
mine the underlying cause, It may 
be necessary to resort to the x-ray 
and other tests. 
Common sense 
dictates that its cause must be de- 
termined before any form of satis- 
factory treatment can b« given. 
The condition is recognized with- 
out any trouble. There is a yellow- 
ish color of the white of the eye. 
Even the finger tips and toes may 
appear discolored. 


In most instances, the stools be- 


come yellow or clay colored. This 
Is due to the absence of the bll* in 
the Intestine. The victim some* 
time* complains of "bilious 
at- 
tacks" but has little pain or dis- 
comfort, unless the obstruction is 
caused by stone. 


L«t me remind you that Jaundice 


Is not a disease but a symptom of 
some Internal disorder. Its pres- 
ence requires medical Investiga- 
tion.

QUARREL OVER HALF ACRE 
Supreme Court Asked to De- 


cide as to Ownership. 


A half acre of 
ground 
lying 
north of St. John's church of Vista, 
in Dakota county, was the subject 
matter of a lawsuit argued and 
submitted to the supreme court 
Wednesday. The land is claimed 
by John P. Kramp*r, a member of 
the church, as being a part of his 
adjoining farm. Th« land, with the 
half acre upon which the church 
stands, waa deeded to the church 
in 1887 by its owner, W. H. Ryan, 
with a proviso that any part not 
used for church purposes should 
revert to him.
